Students 
were glad the occasion was offered so they had a chance to perform for a live audience, 
since there are very few posibilities for performers if they are not part of the drama 
program. The show gave these students the chance to strut their stuff whether it was 
dancing, singing, or playing an instrument; so that parents and friends could come and 
watch.

The brave English, the 
debonair French and the young 
American colonial troops 
carried out their on-going 
conflict to see who would gain 
control over Pine Grove Park 
for the 25th anniversary of The 
Feast of the Ste. Claire. The 
Feast recreated and exhibited 
four periods of Michigan History 
between 1750 and 1840. Four 
camps divided the Native 
Americans, the British traders, 
the American revoluntionaries 
and the French explorers.
